This 1s fo unnatural and bar- 


barous a piece of Cruelty, that 
the generality of Mankind, even 
by the Light of Nature, have 
a very great Abhorrence of it, 
and are ready to caſt Stones at 
him that herein is guilty : Yea 
ſuch as are here moſt gwlrty,; 

are 
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are ſo ſenſible of the odiouſneſs 
of their own Actions, that they 
are therefore aſhamed of it, 
and diſclaim this Guilt ; for 
that end uſually colour and 
diſguiſe their Actions and pre- 
tend to abhor it even while they

phans at this Day frem the 
City of Loadon, who ly under 
a very great and mſuperable 
Wrong and Oppreflion ; and, 
whatever the City -of London 
may think, 1t 1s a Crime of a 
very horrid and provoking Na- 
ture, to mjure Orphans and 
Widows, as 1s evident in the 
facred Writings, as I have men- 
rioned before: And although 
the preſent Citizens of rhe ſaid 
City may ſeem to themſelves, 
to waſh their Hands from this 
Crime, and to be free from all 
Guilt herein, 'm regard they 
were not the Actors in 1imbe- 
zell;ng or miſimploying the Or- 
phans Money : Yet, if either the 
{aid Orphans Money, or a con- 
ndcrable part of it, was expend- 
e] in reparing, or new bulding,

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of any of the publick Structures 
of the City, the preſent Citzzens 
(I humbly conceive) muſt needs, 


' * 1n Juſtice, be obliged to make 


the ſame good, every Penny of 
It, out of their own Purſes, to 
the Orphans. But however, 
letit be turther conſidered, That 
they are, without doubt, the 
ſame Corporation and Body 
Politick, which were Security 
for the ſaid Money : This, I 
think, cannot be denyed ; and 


- our Law faith, Thata Corpora- 


tion, or Body Politick, never 
dies. The preſent Citizens of 
Lonaonare Succeflors in the fame 
Corporation, and very many of 
them beſides, the Children and 
Poſterity of thoſe who were 
moſt eminently gwlry of this 
deteſtable Crime, who- there- 
fore doubtleſs are chiefly con-

this Day own and avow the bad
